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AMERICA URGES PEACE CONGRESS OF WORLD'S SOCIALISTS 



(Th« call and invitation of American Socialists to the So- 
cialists of the world to hold an Extraordinary Peace Session of 
the International Socialist and Labor Congress is as follows.) 

Tht Socialists of tht United States of America offer 
their deepest sympathy and their brotherly hand to the 
European workers now in the midst of a world war. 

It is unnecessary to dwell upon the ravages of this 
terrible conflict History will sit in judgment But we 
must express our sorrow that workmen of the most en- 
lightened countries of Europe, bound by the ties of inter- 
national brotherhood and solidarity, are today arrayed in 
bloody combat against each other. 

We do not presume to pass judgment upon the con- 
duct of our brother parties in Europe. We realise that 
they are the victims of the present vicious industrial po- 
litical and military systems and that they did the best 
they could under the circumstances. 

Our country, however, has remained neutral in the 
present conflict We therefore consider it our duty to 
address an appeal in favor of peace to our unfortunate 
comrades in the nations at war, as well as to our com- 
rades in nations not at war. 

We are not now concerned as to what government 



was tht aggressor in this terrible conflict nor is that the 
question of greatest importance. History will sit in judg- 
ment on this also. We appeal to you in the name of So- 
cialism, and acting in agreement with your own proc- 
lamations, we ask you to help us to stop this mass 
murder. You, yourselves, in jsvery country have de- 
clared thtt this war was not of your choice. Your noble 
and eloquent declarations still hold good. We know that 
no nation can gain by the continuation of this war. 
Whatever rewards and advantages will come from it will 
go to the ruling classes; all the sacrifices, sufferings and 
sorrows ft will entaO win fall to the lot of the workers. 
And every day that the slaughter continues thousands of 
our comrades and brothers are killed. 

At the International Congress in Stuttgart a resolution 
was adopted by which the International Socialist move- 
ment pledged itself not only to make every effort to avert 
the outbreak of war, but also, should war break out, to 
strive with all our might to bring the war to a speedy 
termination. 

The Socialists of the war-stricken European coun- 
tries have worked faithfully and heroically in the spirit of 
the first part of this resolution. But their voices were 



silenced by the cannon of the hostile armies. Capitalist 
militarism proved stronger than the young spirit ft So- 
cialist brotherhood. 

The Socialists of the world must now proceed at 
once to the realization of the second clause of the reso- 
lution— "to work for the speedy termination of the war." 

The International Socialist Bureau does not function 
at the present time. Therefore the Socialist party of 
America deems it its duty to invite all countries repre- 
sented at the International Bureau to send their regular 
number of delegates to an extraordinary peace session 
of the International Socialist and Trade Union Con- 

Sess, to be held either in Europe or in America, at a 
te to be fixed as soon as acceptances are received from 
the various Socialist organizations represented in the 
Bureau. 

We request the Socialist party, or other labor body 
entitled to a delegation at the International Congress, to 
indicate its preference as to whether the congress shall 
Jneet in Europe or America, offering the suggestion that 
a choice be made between Copenhagen and The Hague. 

We earnestly invite our comrades to meet in the 
United States, at Washington, D. C, and in case our Eu- 



ropean comrades decide to meet in America, in order to 
assist in the success of this congress, the Socialist party 
of America offers to pay all the necessary expenses of 
five delegates from every nation entitled to twenty votes, 
and in proportion for the delegates from every nation, tht 
minimum to be two delegates, according to the repre- 
sentation established by the International Socialist Bu- 
reau. 

The agenda of this congress shall be the discussion 
of ways and means to most speedily and most effectively 
stop this war, and such other matters as may pertain to 
the subject of World's Peace. 

Comrades, in the name of the past achievements and 
future hope of humanity, in the name of the welfare of 
future generations, we issue this call and urge your fa- 
vorable and immediate response. We ask that action be 
taken at the earliest possible moment and reply made 
according to the directions herewith from our National 
Executive Secretary.

World Congress 
May Come Here 
To Talk Peace 

American Socialism has issued 
the first rallying call to the So- 
cialists of the world to gather in 
an Extraordinary Peace Session 
of the International Socialist Con- 
gress, to be held as soon as pos- 
sible. 

This call is contained in a spe- 
cial proclamation on the war situ- 
ation issued by the Socialist party 
National Executive Committee 
meeting in Chicago. It follows 
the peace message sent to Eu- 
ropean countries last week, urging 
Socialists to exert every influence 
on their respective governments 
in behalf of peace. 

This oroclamation will be sent 
to the official representatives of 
the Socialist parties of the war- 
ring and neutral countries, to the 
prominent Socialists of these 
countries and to all the European 
Socialist publications, including 
the eighty Socialist dailies in Ger- 
many. 

Will Urge Peace Efforts. 

Socialists in this country will also 
enter into personal correspondence 
with European Socialists, urging them 
to exert their influence in behalf of 
the holding of this International So- 
cialist Peace Congress. 

If the European Socialists decide 
to hold the congress on their side of 
She Atlantic, then it is urged that it 
he held either at Copenhagen or at 
The Hague. If it it felt that it would 
he possible to hold the congress in 
(his country, then it is urged that it 
he held at Washington, D. C, with 
the American Socialist party offering 
to pay the greater part of the expenses 
of such a gathering. 

It is pointed out that the United 
States would he the logical place 
for the holding of such a congress 
if the European Socialists can remain 
away from their - countries for the 
accessary length of time. If the con- 
gress comes to America it will be the 
first time that it has been held in this 
country. Among the countries that 
would no doubt send delegates are 
Germany. Austria, France, England. 
Russia. Italv. lapan. United States, 
Belgium, Holland, Servia, Bulgaria, 
Roumania. Greece, Turkey, Monte- 
negro, Denmark, Portugal, Spain, 
Switierland, Sweden, and Norway. 

Now la Time to Act 

It is felt that the present time is 
the best for planning an extraordi- 
nary peace session of the Interna- 
tional Socialist Congress. The food 
riots in Vienna and other cities show 
the temper of the workers in the dual 
monarchy. Recent reports .tell of 
placards being posted in Berlin con- 
taining the plea, "We want peace." 

Other, late reports tell of the work- 
ers in revolt at Odessa, the Black 
Sea port of Russia, where it is claimed 
that the workers seised the ware- 
houses and burned the forts, while the 
soldiers ordered out against them re- 
fused to shoot. Odessa was the scene 
of th? biggest revolt in Rw«»ia during 
the Kus»o-japa"iiv5c' *-»r. 

Members of the National Executive 
Committee feel that the warring Eu- 
ropean countries are now good and 
ready for peace. 

Appoint Fi n a nc e Committee. 

In case the European Socialists 
should give iluir- con s ehk to come to 
the United States, a special finance 
committee will immediately begin 
work to raise the necessary funds 
An executive committee for such a 
committee has already been chosen, 
consisting of Seymour Stedman, So- 
cialist, member of the Illinois State

The kings and emperors who 
are buying food for the fighting 
armies of Europe have more 
money than American working- 
men have and can therefore pay 
higher prices. 

Worst of all, we stand for this 
miserable excuse— and others as 
bad. 

We fold our hands and see our 
food (to out of the country, know- 
ing full well that if every one here 
were fed. we should have little or 
none to export. 

We boast of our intelligence 
when as a community we have not 
enough sense to eat the food we 
have raised. — In Pearson's Maga- 
zine.

This with unemployment means euf- ( 
fcring of the worst kind in thousands i 
of families. Starvation is no ^longer i 
a possible d r^ad, but a fact »tnoi»g I 
many.— New World, Chicago Catholic , 
Weekly.

GOVERNMENT NOW 
AID OF HIGH PRICES 

When government interferes 
with business it Is likely to be ia 
behalf of higher prices. If it is 
permissible for government to 
take the side of the bulls, what 
is there in the constitution or the 
laws or correct principle to pre- 
vent it on occasion from arraying 
Itself with the bears? 

All the extrsardiaary measnreo 
now under way at Washington 
are calculated to help out the 
owners of commodities. The Sea- 
ate recently passed a bill for the 
purchase of ISMQJM9 ounces of 
silver to sustain the market for 
that metal The same bod* haa 
passed an set creating government 
warehouses for cotton, grain, to- 
bacco, naval stores, canned sal- 
mon and flaxseed, to increase the 
borrowing capacity of their own- 
ers. 

The president and Congress are 
attempting to devise a govern- 
ment-owned merchant marine in 
order to facilitate shipments ef 
our products. To assist the in- 
terests now holding millions of 
bales of cotton for which there ia 
no immediate demand, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has ruled 
that emergency currency may be 
issued upon warehouse receipts 
ss security. It haa even been pro- 

Soscd that vessels of the United 
tates navy should be used in the 
transportation of grain and pro- 
visions. 

With a few of these expedients 
the world has been and is in full 
sympathy, but it would not have 
government always and every- 
where on the side of those work- 
ing for higher prices. The same 
power that finds markets or by 
financing enables owners to wait 
for markets is ample to control 
markets and defeat the avarice of 
men who without reason or meres' 
take advantage of consumers. 

Most of the great food staples 
are already cornered. If govern- 
ment is to help Torestallers and 
apeculatoro to dispose of their 
surplus sbrosd at nigh prices, it 
should take seriously, into con- 
sidcrstion the policy of compell- 
ing reasonable pricea at home. 
There must be no government- 
msde prosperity for the few at the 
expense of famine for the many.— 
New York World.

Any action taken hy 
the inti mational Socialist movement 
must he limit on an intelligent under- 
standing of the big problems con- 
fronting Mr Socialists of all the na- 
tions in\olved. 

The. b«-st explanation of the action 
taken bv the German Socialists in 
mcctinif the war craze is Riven by H. | *j 
VV. I.ee secretary of the British So- If 
cialist party, writing in Justice, the | ► 
otlui.il Mf^.m of the British Social- 
ists Mr savs: 

"It is now becoming clear that, after 
the proclamation of martial law on 
July .11. the people of Germany were 
kept in ignorance of what was being 
done until Bethmann-Hollwep niade 
his statemi nt m the Reichstag on Au- 
gust 4. German v declared war on 
Russia on Saturday. August I. This 
fact was known the same night in 
Copenhagen, but it was not known in 
Germany until Tuesday. August 4. 
and then it was announced together 
with statements that both Russians 
and French had crossed the frontiers, 
thus making it appear to the whole 
nation that the war upon which it was 
entering was one of national defense. 
In common justice to the mast of 
German people this should be made 
known as widely as possible. It ex- 
plains also how the Socialists in the 
Reichstag came to vote for the war 
credit." 

This would indicate that the Ger- 
man Socialists were tranned into giv- 
ing their aid to finance the war. 

The l-'rrnch and Belgian Socialists 
have issued a joint manifesto to So- 
cialists of other nations. It it said 
that this manifesto it being spread 
broadcast through the German armies 
from French and Belgian airships. 

This manifesto review* the crisis 
which led to the present war, and ex- 
presses the fear that "the working 
class of Germany, deceived by the offi- 
cial news, had no accurate knowledge 
of the facts." It declares that "the 
French government was sincerely anx- 
ious for peace, and made every effort, 
in accordance with our demands, to 
maintain it." 

But the German government would 
have no peace, and. under specious 
pretexts, invaded Belgian territory. 

"These fucts." th? manifesto con- 
tinues, "which we submit to the judg- 
ment of the international proletariat, 
will suffice to show from what quarter 
the aggression came. We are con- 
vinced that we are only defending the 
independence and the aJtonomy of oar 
nation against German imperialism. 

"We do not fight the German peo- 
ple, whose autonomy and indepen 
dence we likewise respect. We are 
sure that once the truth has been es 
tahlisbrd. our action will he approved 
and joined in by the Socialists of Ger- 
many." 

It is this complete understanding 
am one all the Socialists of the world 
that must he brought about as soon as 
possible in order to secure a peace 
that will benefit the working class, 
The Socialist party of America, occu- 
pying the strategic position that it 
does, should be the agency to restore 
world-wide aetioa and understanding 
among Socialist.

But the mothers 
themselves have begun to question the necessity of thia awful sacrifice. 
Not only with tear-stained cheek* and breaking heart, but also in 
a spirit of revolt they have begun to ask: "Why must this be?" 

Is there a mother in Europe or America today who would have 
considered the paltry causes that started thia insane war worth the 
life of her eon I ......

"As goes Maine, so goe* the coun- 
try" is an old maxim of the political 
•harp*. And the other day "Maine 
went, hell bent," to wipe out "Arma- 
geddon" on these shores, as repre- 
sented by Roosevelt's Bull Moosers. 

The vote of Maine, in the mass, 
canaot be said to be peculiarly intelli- 
gent, as any observer knows who has 
lived there. But the politicians of 
Maine are about as tricky as the 
average. 

It was not intelligence that annihi- 
lated the Progressive party in Maine 
and brought a vote of 45,0(10 down to 
18.000 or so. Had the people of Maine 
been intelligent they would not have 
returned to their old political vomit 
in the Republican and Democratic 
parties. 

Nor was it intelligence that brought 
about the Progressive vote of 45,000 
two years ago. There was nothing 
more in that than that some of Theo- 
dore's spellbinders succeeded in tem- 
porarily convincing a sufficient num- 
ber of Maine voters that they were 
"dog-gone tired of the two old par- 
tie*.* 

That was all the "bottom" there 
was to Dull Moosism anywhere, and 
the bottom naturally fell out in Maine. 

Armageddon had no economic basis. 
There was nothing behind it but 
Roosevettian wind, fury and bombast. 
And there was ao attempt to supply 
anything else. 

About all that it ha* done is to give 
a few hundred young shyster lawyers 
here and there a chance to "break into 
politics." to trade and dicker with the 
old -established political huckster*. 

We Socialit* used to think that 
some attempt might be made to atif 
fen it with economic knowledge, and 
we might have it as an opponent of 
some worth in future campaigns. 

Hut the Maine voter* nave shown 
that there's nothing in it, and nothing 
in themselves either. And it isn t 
likely that T. R. will start anything 
else that will get the one-hundredth 
part of the attention for it he did for 
the Bull Moose. The real Armageddon 
is here now. and spurious imitations 
have no show whatever.

clear. This has been one of the serious 
handicaps under which Socialism has 
labored — so many of its writers and 
speakers have dealt so lavishly in su- 
perlatives and denunciatory adjectives 
as to repel thousands of persons who 
might have been inclined to give their 
arguments serious consideration if 
they had been couched in terms that 
seemed to reflect thought rather than 
emotions. 

If the Socialists have the solution 
of ail our economic problems at their 
fingers' ends, as many of them sin- 
cerely believe, it will be a good deal 
easier for them to convince the uncon- 
verted by cool, philosophical argument 
than by rampaging oratory, either 
spoken or printed; and this applies 
quite as much to the man in the 
street, the illiterate and the unthink- 
ing, as it does to that great element 
which knows that there is something 
wrong with our social and industrial 
system, hut hasn't yet been convinced 
as to just what it is nor what the 
remedy is. 

If the Socialists make a success of 
their new newspaper, it will be by 
taking the language of the country 
and not a special sect. The more 
powerful the argument the less neces- 
sity for reinforcing it with vitriol. —

CIVILIZED WARFARE. 

Is there any greater paradox than 
that expressed in the words "civilised 
warfare"? 

In the volumes of comment upon 
Europe's struggle this strange asso- 
ciation of words is frequently found, 
used with serious intent and with ap- 
parent unconsciousness of its ghastly 
irony. 

W'hat is civilized warfare? 

The mortal combat of armored 
knights in medieval times is looked 
upon as an evidence of semi-barbarism, 
hut at least it was conducted with 
some -regard to the amenities proper 
between brave soldier*, and each 
combatant had a fair show for the 
exercise of skill and display of 
courage. 

Under our civilized system of war- 
fare, when possible, we hurl 100.000 
men against 50.000 and crush out the 
enemy by sheer force of numbers. 
Man for man, we may lose as many 
as he, but we have more to sacrifice, 
and the brute majority rules. 

The unpleasant scalping habit of 
the Indian has been regarded as 
reprehensive by civiliiea nations. 
They prefer to drop bombs from air- 
ships upon the heads of defenseless 
people. 

The mutilation of the dead enemy, 
practiced by certain savage peoples 
who are shockingly devoid of refined 
sensibilities, naturallv distresses us. 
Tt is so much more civilized to 
mutilate the living with contact mines 
and exploding grenades that scatter 
% hail of steeT-clad bullets. The fact 
that the mine may destroy a shipload 
of non-combatants as easily and un- 
intelligently as it destroys a battle- 
ship of the enemy detracts in no de- 
gree from its great advance upon the 
barbaric methods ot* earlier days. 

Even in the stone age it was con- 
sidered rather disreputable to slip up 
behind a man in the dark and hit 
him on the head with a flint hatchet. 
Behold how our civilization has out- 
grown such squeamishnesst Under 
cover of darkness and the screening 
wave the submarine slink* upon its 
prey and leaves it* burden of death 
in the vitals of a dreadnought — Chi- 
cago Post

COMMENT: 

This preposition appears to us to be 
the only practical plan te insure civi- 
lisation against wart, pending the com- 
ing of universal Socialism, as well as 
relieving humanity of the ever Increas- 
ing burden of national armaments. The 
adoption of this plsn would mean prac- 
tically "International disarmament," 
which has long been the hope of true 
pacllclete <ae a relatively email and 
simple International force would be all 
that would be required to enforce arbi- 
tration), and It would also be the strong- 
est conceivable factor towarda Interna* 
tlonallsre er the brotherhood of man- 
kind.

4. President David Starr Jordan, of Leland Stanford University, 
writes as follows in his latest book, "War and Waste," page 208: "The 
'white slave traffic' of today is an outgrowth of the standing army. Requi- 
sitions (for girls] have been published, aigned by commanding officers, 
and frankly drawn on associations of pimps." 

Unquestionably— no doubt whatever— Mr. and Mrs. Roosevelt, Mr. 
and Mrs. Taft, and the leading bankers and their wives, the most promi- 
nent preachers and their wives, and the leading lawyers and very promi-

REACH OP ALL PEOPLE. 
Dr. Claxton, commissioner of edu- 
cation, says: "Wherever men and 
women labor in the heat, or toil in 
the shadows, in field or forest, or mill 
or shop or mine, in legislative haPa 
or executive offices, in society or in 
the home, at any task requiring an 
exact knowledge of facts, principles 
or laws, there the modern university 
sees both its duty and its op- 
portunity." 

How universities in every state are 
reaching not only their regular stu- 
dents, but also thousands of other 
men and women, is described in a 
bulletin on university extension, pub- 
lished by the United States Bureau 
of Education. 

In 1891, 28 states reported univer- 
sity extension in some form. Be- 
tween 1892 and 1906, 12 institutions 
organized extension teaching, mainly 
in agriculture, and since 1906, 28 uni- 
versities have introduced the work, 
while 21 others have reorganized their 
extension work.

In the Judgment of many 
Socialists of standing, tht dear- 
eat, moat tloqueat and moat 
concise declaration of Socialist 
theory and practice ever give* 
MORRIS HILLQUIT ir> such a abort time. There.

bed Hulquit for more than four houra. In thla rrott ssamlnn 
tlon, the president of the American Federation of Labor endeavored to 
show that the Socialist party not only did not help the trade union* hi 
their daily straggles, hut that it actually hindered their work. Quoting 
alleged statements made by individual Socialists, he tried to prove tht 
oft-repeated slander that the Sociaiiet movement of thit country haa 
acted and la acting treacherously toward tht general labor movement: 
that it never bat done anything to further ita caute. In short, in this 
crosa-esamination he brought out once more the old accuaationa that 
have been made by the "pure and staplers" of thit country time and 
time again against the Socialist party. 

HILLQUITS SECOND SPEECH. 
t It wat aa easy task for HUlquit to disprove everything that Oompere 
intimated, to show the utter falsehood and insincerity of hit complaints. 
tt> show that the Sociaiiet party of the United States had from ita very 
inception done everything In ita power to attitt the uniona morally and 
fin a nci ally in their straggles. But our representative did more than that. 
He refuted Oompere' allegations In auch n abort, witty and cutting 
manner that the commissioners and the audience often found it difficult 
to repress loud laughter, while Compere plainly showed hit keen 
ditplcaaure. 

The neat evasion of the bearing taw tht cross-examination of the 
president of the American Federation of Labor by Comrade HUlquit, 
The latter tamed the tablet on Oompere, showing cleverly that the A. 
F. of L, at well at the witness himself, stood for every tingle immediate 
demand of the Sodatttt party, with the exception of two, and that it did 
nothing to realise ha own aspirations. Oompere did not know how to 
counteract thla attack. Hit discomfiture was evident in his angry accua- 
ationa that the Sodahtt party had pilfered the program of the A. F. or L. 
OOMPERS CORNERED. 

The climax of thla rather diverting cross-examination wat reached 
when Comrade HUlquit, going into the question of the cltss struggle, 
forced Oomptrt Into n corner, where the latter showed himself to be 
cither unbeuevabiy ignorant or utterly mamcere. Oompere would neither 
admit that the interests of the worker and the capitalist were identical, 
nor wat he willing to concede the existence of t data struggle. Hit 
explanation of what he meant by profits, his definition of a ^stiffed profit 
were so pitiably poor and to inexcusably crude, that every one of the 
hundreds oi listeners wondered t*;>t *ucb « man should be the :cidinc { 
labor official of thi* country. A« elderly, wei! dressed vroraza, who ap- 
proached Comrade HUlquit, begging him "to take pity on this poor 
old man who wat obvtoualy in danger of apoplexy, voiced the senti- 
ments of the audience. 

MAX HAYES SPEAKS. 

The last day brought the direct-examination of Comrade Max 8. 
Hayes, whi» show*... in a straightforward manner with uncontrovertable

The renegade Gordon.. whom Oc^nperj bad called to the assistance 
of tne A. F. of L. tried to enow the impracticability at weU as the im- 
pottfbility of Socialism.
